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Puravaseri, whose inscriptions! name ii Puravari-chaturvcdunaApalani, is 
a village ju« x mile to the east of N’agercoiL It haa a Vishnu temple which, -in 
apite of its poor architecture, is a structure dating from at least the second half of 
the 12th century a. d. The village originated as a brahman colony (chatur- 
r*di-nuxA>jalam) in the gift of house sites to eighteen brahman families, by SiOgao- 
AraAgao of Pa6uAgu|am, sometime before Komm 336, and it was given the name 
c£ l‘uravuri-\batur»edimatf!«l«a from pur atari (jruravn-iari • a tax). A temple 
tfciiig the nucleus of a brahman village, the Vishou temple of the village must 
have made its appearance at the same tuna as the village ibidf, or a few years ear- 
lier. The P*p4y» hing Mapivanuao Srlvallabhadera was pleased to make some, 
of its lands tax-free in the 17th year of his reign (a. d. 1120). The V*p*4u king 
VTre Kavivarniao-Tiruvudi, mud some other private indiridwL made some gifts of 
land in Kollam 336. Iu Kolkmi 372 again, the agents of the Truvanoore king 
VIra lUniavurinaO-Tiruvidi, (i. Muyikuntiiu-Rimsvariuao of other records) 
utilised some laud- originally car-marked as paliirhchandam, towards the muin- 
tMiauni of two tcwclwra for tracking the Rig v*da and L ; w Yajur-vsdn in this tempki. 
fault of nil, comes the Tamil record of Kollam 663 mentioning a gift of money by 
m hrnhmnn-resident of the* village, for providing ofering* of two nd/i of rice to the 
pod and for filing daily a brahman therewith. A more modem label attribut- 
able to Kollam 804 tuentioas the devotion of KemUn EdutUyudhnrn-udaiyao to- 
ward* this temple. 



The inscriptions of the templo, though numerically great, relate to only n 
fnw tmoanodona; for *ach item of truniuctioa u roprmentod by at leust two docu- 
ments,— one apjsTtJiining to the actual {gift and the other to tlic agrooment tender 
«il by the tenants, who took over the amda for cultivation, promising in return 
therefor tosnpply a stipulated quantity of paddy for the temple's" requirements. 
The Pandya grant is, however, in triplirnU. 



No. 1- Inscription dated in Kollam 338. 

This inscription, doted in Kollam 3X6, registers the fact thiit Siftgno-Am- 
rtg*0 of PafiuAgujani in TeQQldu founded a brahman village called Purnvuri-cha- 
turvCdi m u ftg ak m and made gifts, apparently oflBouse-riten, to eighteen brnhumns 
to enable them to settle down there. Some of the*e recipients appear to have mi- 
grated from villages of the Tamil districts in the north in the wake of the Choju 
conquest in the south. Their names were:

1. The first record is dated in the yenr opposite the 16th year of the 
P*B<J™ king Mip'vnnmo alias Tribhuvuiuohnkrivnrtm SrlvalUlihiideni' (a. i>. 
1132-459?) When the king was rented on the throne edled the ‘MuUaiyn<lar:iiyaa' 
in the ball of the |Kilnce at 'I irune’vfdi in KllvPmU'-n&du. SiAgmj-ArjiAguo of PaAih- 
gulain in Tcooidu submitted the petition of the ftrivnishvavas, priests and official* 
of the temple of god Pura\'»ri-viDp«gir-A;vlir it Purm*ari-<baturvfdiniaAgnlam in 
Nftfiji n&du. requesting that some lamb may 1* paulcd tax-free for the expenses 
of conducting worship in the temple. Accord ingl^uhe king was pleased to grant 
single- and double crop lands to the extent of j (»<#/»)+ 2 md in Vfrakerala-mufiga- 
lam under the >fatt*nuppokku, as tax-free drvc.df.na, and to order further that 
the taxes such as Silvan etc., shall not be levied thereon. 



« « 2. The second record is the royal order of the Rime king under the title of 
KOumumaikoodac conununkated by the revenue officials to the memorialists, 
naraelv, the firlraiahnavus, the priests and officials of the Vishnu temple, directing 
that the taxes on the hinds, J (oils) + 2 nsa in extent, shall be utilised for the re- 
quirements of the temple from the yea r opposite the 16th year of the king's reign.

3. The third record was the agreement tendered by the soMd (assembly) of 
Vlraksrala-raaAgalaro, promising to supply into the hand** of the temple-officials <?f 
the Ajvir at Parevari-chatorvriinMAgiUni, seven kalam of paddy as tax (i|-ot) 
and 2 tiramam (coin) as antardyan (internal revenue) per ml on the lands, 3 
vtti+ 2 nd in extent, which had been endowed to the temple, in accordance with 
the order of MiravarmaQ Tribhuranarhakravartin Srlv&llabhadtva, the ktlni and 
ulvnri account!, the kojayidu of Ucjaiyfcr Muosiyadaraiyar and the niytyam 
(order) of Pil|aiyflr (prince) Kukf.'kharad.n-a boundary stones marked with the 
emblems of the chakra and the stylus were accordingly set up at the four cornurs 
of the land in question. This document bear* the signature of NMtlr NarAyawnj- 
Tiruvlohakamudaiyio. probably a member of the takkd. 

From the inBtxiptkm published anti, .listen that SiAgao AroAgau of 
Pafluftguluia was responsible for the foundation of the village Purerari-chaturvedi- 
inaAgaJara in KoHam 336; and it was be who aoproochcu the PAod)*“ king Srl- 
v alUbhodftvu for a gift of tax-free land* to the tempic at that village, a few years Inter 
in the 16th t 1st year of the kings reign. Tim king was seated on this ooeosion 
on his throne called the ‘Muoaiyadmaiyao’ in hi* palace at Tirunelvtli. Several 
records found in the Tinoevdly District also a»ent»on that different orders were 
issued by him from the same paLce, while another inscription oopied from the 
KiijaAgadu tomplo mentions th»t another scat in the Dolare at Ka|akkodi wa« also 
called the ‘Mut*uya.iaraiyiiO’ This seat or throne, whatever it wsa, may prolubly 
have loon the gift of Udaiyftr Muoaiyedaraijar, who hs* figured in the lust of the 
three records published helow, rnd may have been named liter him. 

One Other inscription, who* beginning alone ia visible eonUiua the words,

No. 8- Record dated in Koliam 336 

The subjoined inscription is dated in the year opposite the Koliam year

Solanallnr by the two individuals, TirunwiumArvso of KufuAgudi and Saflkani- 
Vitsnkao, towards the expenses of daily worship and offerings it sportively in the 
temple of Pnrav:iri-vi«jpugsr-Alvar. 

The boundaries of the two bite of iaivi have becu detailed in the inscription, 
among which occur the f.Jlowing names, U tta mart mao -kii, K*ll»i*i, Nednntuda- 
vnl.
